tele bis Wife , which hig dip pleaſed the Carte, ſo 
that without any moze crofſe humoars, thep paſt along 
time in all contented pleaſures : Till Foztane, 
whoſe enuie is to ſubvert content, and whoſe delight 
is to turne Comicke Pirth, into Tragicke (ozrowes , 
entred ints the Theater of Philomela's life ; and be- 
ganne- te Ac a. balefall Scene in this manner 
following. 

Philippe, biho had nat quite extinguiched ſaſpiti- 
on, bot concced bp inthe Ciaders of Pelancholy, the 
glowing ſparkes of tealouſte, beganne afreſh fo kin. 
dle the lame, and to cenceit anew infight into bis 
Wines actions, and whereas generally hee miſtryfted 
her befoze , and onelpthought ber a wanton,as Gee was 
a Wloman : Now hee ſnſpected that there was to much 
familiaritie betone her and Luteſio, and flatly, that 
betweene them both, hee woze the Poznes : Pet accuſe 
her hee durft not, becanſe ber Parentage was great, ber 
friends mavp,and her honefſtic moſt of all. Neyther dad 
bee any pzobabls Articles to obiect agatnſt her, and theres 
foze was ſilent, but ener murmuriag with bimſelſe to 
this effect.

two landing at a bap- windet, band in hand, tal.

Night in bitter complaiats , whileſt Philippo madds 
with the Franticke humoor of Jealonſle, Late in bis 
Study, hammering how hee might bzing both Lutefio 
and her fo confufion: One while hee coſolued to pzouive 
Gallpes ready fo; his paſſage , and then to murthor both 
his Wiſe and Lutc ſio, and ſo ta flpe awsy into ſome + 
fozraigne Countrey : Then hes determined to accuſe 
them befoze the Dake his neere Kinſ-man , and baus

uing Juſtice , that he might haue ſluch a manifeſt iniary 
redzeſſed with the rigour of the Law, 

The Dake , whoſe name was Lorenzo Medici, 
grieued that bis Kinſman was vixed with lach a crolle, 
and ſozrewed, that Philomela, that was ſo famous 
in Italy foz her beantie and dertue, Would diſha. 
nour her ſelfe, and ber Yuſband, by pelding her 
lone to laſciuisus Signior Luteſio, (wearing a pzeſ2nt 
diſpatch of renenge, and thereupon graanted out 
ſtrict, Warrants to bzing them both pzeſently befozs

Conte Philippe glad of this, went his wap to the 
douſt of Signior Luteſio well armed, and enery way ap- 
pointed, as if de had gone toſacks the drang et holde in 
all Ataly , carrying with him a Ceus of his Friends 
and familjars., fucnifhed at all paints to appzeyeud the 
guiltleffs Gentleman. 22 Of „

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boule, they found one of bis ſervants ſitting at the dozer 


who ling the Carle, ſaluted dim regerently, and mar- 
uslied what the reaſon ſuould be, hee was accompanied 
with ſuch a multitude. 

Ph:l;ppo dt maunded of him where bis Paſter was: 
Wlalking,may it pleaſe pour Panoar (quoth bee) in bis 
Garden. Then (ayes the Carle, If bee bee no moze 
baſle , J will bee (o bold as to gue  ſpeake with bim, and 
tterefoze follow mee , ſapeth bee to the crux, who pzea- 
ung in after the Carle , encountred Lutcfio , comming 
from his Garden to goe inte bis Chamber : "0s ſone as 
be (pyed Philippo, with a merry loke,as if his deort had 
tommanded his epes te bid him welcome. bee (ſaluted the 

- Carle moſt graciouſly, but highly was aſtoniſhed, to ſee 
fuch a troope at his beles. 

Philippo centrarie (as Luteſis offered to embzace 
bim with bis beſt hand) toke dim fast by the boſome, 
and pulling fozth his Ponyeard,ſapd : Trapſoz, were it 

not J regard mine Ponour, and were loth to bee ble⸗ 
miſht with the blond of ſo baſe a Companion , J would 
tippe out that falſe heart that hath biolated the Faith 
once bnited betwixt vs : But the extremitie of the Law 
Wall revenge thy billany : And therefoze Dfficers take 
dim into your cuſtodp , and carcy dim pzeſently te the 
Duke, whither J will bzing firaight the Sfruwpet

Poze Luteſio, oho little lokt faz ſuch a gr 
of the Carle, wondzev whence this bitter ſp&ch 
grow , (o deepelp amazed , that hee todo as a man in 
a Traunce , till at the laſt , — — — 
bee beganne bumbly and fearefall 

Earle commannded 
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Pee ſp&ding him home ta his awne honſe, ta fetch 
dis ſozrowfull and fanitleNe Wife , to heare the balefull 
verdict of her appeached Jnnocencis : Comming vp 
ints her bed-Chamber, det found her ſitting by her bed - 
fide, on het knes,in moſt hearty and deuout pꝛaper, that 
it wonld pleaſe God, to cleare her Deſband from his 
Jealonſte , and pzotect Ver from any open repzcach oz

ariſe trampet,and haſtily make ber ready, foz the Duke 
taped foz her comming , and had ſent his Dfficers to 
fetch her. | 

Perplcxod Philomela , caſting bp her epe ,and ſc. 
ing ſach a Crus of Rake- bels, ready to attend bpon 
der, was ſo ſurcharged with griefe, that hee fell downg 
in a paſſion : Philippo let ber lye, but the Pinifters 
Kept vnto der, and reconered her againe ! as ſwne as 
det was come to her ſelfe, hee defired Philippo , that 
foz all the lous of their pouth, dee would grant her but 
onelp this one fauonr, that hee might not bee carryed 
befoze the Puke, with that common attendance, but 
that dee and Dee might goe together without any fur- 
ther open diſcredits, and then, it Gee conld not pzone 
ber ſeife innocent, let her without fausur, abide 
the penaltis of the Law.

Philippo, with his eyes fall of Zealonfte,and heart 
armed with renenge , on them both, fetching a 
deepe ſigh , begaane thus, It is not buknowye to the 
Uenetians, ( right famous Duke, and bonouradle Pa- 
giſtrates of this ſo wozthya Cities,) bow ever fince J 
marryed this Philomela ,J have peelded her ſuch Love 
with renerence , (ach affection with care , ſuch denoted 
fancurs with affected dneties, that I did rather honour 
der as a Saint, than regarve her as « Wiſe : So that 
the Uenetians counted mee, rather to [doſe on her ex- 
tremely , than to lone her ozdinartly ; Nepther can J de. 
nie, mighty Lorenzo , but Philomela returned all theſe
